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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claim 1 and claim 9 raise new Issues that would require further consideration. It is noted 
that claim 1 is amended to incorporate limitations in previous dependent claim 2. however dependent claims 4-8 and 10 were not 
dependent on previous claim 2 and therefor the amendment requires further consideration. In response to the Applicant's arguments that 
Nieuwenhuizen is disqualified as prior art under 35 USC 103c. it is noted that the invention was commonly owned at time of Applicant's 
invention, however Nieuwenhuizen was published more than a year prior to the filing date of the current application. In response to the 
Applicant's argument that the finality of the prior rejection was made in error, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The amendment to 
claim 1, submitted in the response filed 3/15/06 overcame the rejection based on Nieuwenhuizen. The first nonfinal rejection mailed 
12/13/05 was proper. The Applicant's amendment which Inlcuded the limtation, *'and in that the electrodes of said lamp are connected to 
an ignition system," overcame the 102(b) rejection made in the nonfinal rejection mailed 12/13/05. The Applicant later included this 
limitation in claim 9. In the repsonse filed 7/07/06. Those amendments are what necessitated the finality in the rejection mailed on 
7/31/06. 
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
